LABOUR UNREST IN DUBLIN, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Strn,—On behalf of the Dublin Trades Council 
I am directed to express appreciation of the 
efforts of the Right Hon, the Lord Mayor to 
bring about a peaceful settlement of the many 
labour disputes. which now exist or threaten in 
the Dublin labour world, and to state that tis 
Council is, and has been, using all ite influence 
in the same direction, as we fully realise the 
terrible privations which, under existing condi- 
tions, a stoppage of work, even for a compara- 
tively short period, entails on the workers and 
their dependents. ‘But it would be well that all 
those interested in averting industrial strife 
should recognise clearly that the workers of 
Dublin are not “downing tools” through 
“pure cussedness,”” but because present-day con- 
ditions are goading them past human endurance. 
They see the cosh of living mounting up day 
after day, and “profiteering openly and 
nakedly rampant; while the increased wage 
secured by even the best organised and most 
advantageously placed workers is inadequate to 
maintain their pre-war standard, and the vast 
mass of them have received but a paltry few 
shillings increase since August, 1914, and are 
now totally unable to supply ‘themselves and 
| their families with the barest necessaries of life. 
| Recognising these facts, this Council en- 
| deavoured to have the whole matter fully con- 
| sidered, with a view to adopting some concerted 
| plan to remedy this state of affairs, while, at 
the same time, avoi ding the dislocation caused 
| by the sporadic outbre aks which have been oc- 
curring for some time past 
| Accordingly, a mecting of delegates from 
affiliated bodies was held on Tuesday last 
ult., and this proved to be the largest and most 
| representative conference of local trade unions

The State of lreland. 


During the last forty-eight hours Dublin 
and the rest of Ireland have resounded 
with rumours. We do not propose to dis- 
them, but may, and must, 
two general conclusions. The 
that such widespread disturb- 
the public mind cannot fail 
mischievous 
national energy from 
purposes; they are bad 
for business and industry; they encourage 
unrest and idleness; they injure our 
countrys reputation in the eyes of the 
world. The other conclusion is that a 
country where such rumours can be 
credited and can provoke genuine anxiety 
must be in an unsatisíactory state. Few 
of these reports would have found favour 
with even the most credulous if the people 
were without real cause for uneasiness, At 
this moment every loyal Irishman who 
appreciates his country’s conditions has 
two harrassing fears. One is that some 
sudden disaster may be precipitated by 
folly on one side or weakness on the 
other, The second is that the dangers 
and confusions of the Irish  situa- 
tion may be utilised by Germany for the 
purpose of a sidestroke at the Allied 
Powers. This is not “alarmist” talk: 
the facts are public property. Sinn Fein 
claims the allegiance of at least two 
hundred thousand Irishmen. Its pro- 
gramme is a programme of open revolu- 
tion. Its most influential leaders adver- 
tise their intention to destroy British

tion. We do not know how many of these 
two hundred thousand men are ready to 
fight England in the field, and how many 
are nominal Sinn Feiners through fear of 
conscription. Every sensible man knows, 
of course, that another rebellion could 
have only one ending—that the leaders 
who invite young Irishmen to arm against 
England are inviting them to a tragic and 
miserable doom. Nevertheless, if we 
assume that only a small minority of those 
men are irreclaimable fanatics, the danger 
to the peace of Ireland remains very 
grave. The danger to the Empire's cause 
in the war—which is algo the cause of 
liberty throughout the world—cannot be 
ignored. We need no new examples of Ger- 
many’s skill to turn every crisis in an 
enemys country to her own military ad- 
vantage. There is no doubt, after the 


British Government appreciates the double 
danger; but there is no certainty that at 
this moment its courage and wisdom are 
adequate to the need. The absence of 
such certainty leaves the minds of men an 
easy prey to the wildest rumours. We are 
suffering to-day <from that most debili- 
tating of all national diseases—the lack of 
a sense of public. security. 

“History repeats itself,” but it is 
seldom, fortunately, thet dangerous and 
avoidable events in history are allowed to

This reluctance was largely prompted 
by the pressure brought to bear the Parlia- 
mentary representatives of the Irish people, 
and in Ireland itself there developed a wide- 
spread belief that no repressive measures would 
be undertaken by the Government against 
sedition. This led to a rapid intrease of pre- 
parations for insurrection, and was t im- 
mediate cause of the outbreak.” 

Last week in the House of Commons the 
Irish Government confessed its present 
reluctance to deal resolutely with sedition, 
on the ground that the prospects of the 
Irish Convention must be safeguarded. 
This reluctance is still “largely prompted 
by the pressure ” of the Nationalist Par- 
liamentary Party. In his latest speech in 
Dublin Mr. Dillon kept his loudest thunders 
for the Government which Sinn fein hates 
and defies. Mr. Dillon seems to be bent 
on the complete ruin of his party—he has 
all but achieved it—but the Government's 
duty is clear even if constitutional 
Nationalism, which has everything to lose 
from revolution, continues to hamper the 
conflict with revolution. We realise with 
painful intensity the importance of the 
Irish Convention. Its failure would be a 


Prime Minister's recent words, that thee 


calamity; but, if sedition is allowed to 
prosper, that failure is assured. The only 
way to “give the Convention a chance “ is 
to guarantee for its deliberations’ an 
atmosphere of national security. Further- 
more, worse things are possible than even 
the failure of the Convention. That ‘ad- 
mission was implicit in the Prime 
Minister's statement. The Government of 
Ireland is to-day not merely a political, 
but a military, problem, and the issues 
now at stake concern not merely Ireland, 
but the cause for which all the defenders 
of civilisation are now in arms. Mr. Duke 
must not forget for a single instant the 
Empire’s duty to her Allies in this vital 
matter of Irish government. He is faced

Herr Michaelis has retired

simple explanation of Herr Michaelis’s 
resignation. Newspapers of every shade of 
opinion have endorsed the savage criticism 
of the Vorwdrts that “the remaining of 
this man in his office constitutes a 
paralysis of all political functions of the 
Empue abroad and at Herr 
Michaelis succeeded in one thing only— 

in alienating the sympathy at once of the 
Pan-Germans and of the moderate majority 
of the Leichstag. His failure to hold the 
balance fairly between them gives us some 
clue both to the difficulties of finding a 
successor and to the final choice of Coynt 
von Hertling. On the hand, the 
Kaiser did not wish to commit himself to 
the attitude of one group or the other by 

nominating a candidate strongly identified 
with either. On the other hand. after the 
failure of the experiment of appointing an 
utterly colourless figure-head, it was 
clearly necessary that the new Chancellor 
should be a man of strong personality, 
capable of controlling the uneasy political 
situation. The result of this diversity of 
métive in the selection of the new Chan- 
cellor has been a somewhat remarkable 
preach with tradition. Count von Hertling 
is a Bavarian, a Roman Catholic, and a 
politician, as distinct from a bureaucrat 
or a diplomat. He is the first non- 
Prussian who has filled the office of Im- 
perial Chancellor for a quarter of a 
century, and his only South German pre 

decessor, Prince Hohenlohe, had earned 
the office by his distinguished work as 
one of the founders of the Empire. Count 
von Hertling, now a man of seventy-five 
years of age, became in middle life Pro. 
fessor of Philosophy at Munich, having 
found his ultramontanism an obstacle to 
his earlier academic advancement. It was, 
however, the reverse of an obstacle to his 
political career. Entering the Reichstag 
as a member of the Centre Party, of which 
he ultimately assumed the leaderShip, he 
became the chief, though unofficial, re- 
presentative of Germany at the Vatican. 
In 1912 his political talents, supported by 
his Clerical connections, him 
Minister-President, or Prime Minister, of 
Bavaria, an office which he held at the 
moment of his appointment as Imperial 
German Chancellor. 

Count Hertling is stated to have given 
satisfactory assurances with regard to 
three demands of the Reichstag majority 
before assuming his new office. Two of 
these demands concerned domestia policy, 
and one foreign policy. The first two re- 
quired that Prussian electoral reform 
should be carried out, and that political 
censorship and the state of siege should 
be mitigated. The third required that 
foreign policy should be conducted on the 
basis of the famous Reichstag peace reso- 
lution and the reply to the Papal Note, 
with, therefore, the advocacy of peace by 
understanding, arbitration, and disarma- 
ment as its chief features. Vorwdrts hails 
his appointment as the turning-point in 
the inner political history of Germany, 
and declares that the Empire has now 
travelled the greater part of the way 
towards conversion into a Parliament- 
governed country. The organ of Krupps 
complains bitterly of the appointment. of 
this non-Prussian Chancellor who has 
thrown the door open to the Parliamentary 
principle. It does not seem likely, how- 
ever, that Count von Hertling will realise 
either the hopes of the one or the 
fears of the other. The concessions 
in domestic politics which he has promised. 
to the Reichstag majority are likely to be 
more apparent $han real. The choice of 
his colleagues is not without significance. 
Herr von Payer, the Vice-Chancellor, is a 
Radical chief and a stout supporter of 
the Reichstag peave resolution: On the 
other hand, Herr Friedberg, the Acting 
Minister-President of Prussia, represents 
the armour-plate patriots and is the 
leader of the National Liberal . Jingoes, 
and therefore not a very promising instru- 
ment for the reform ef the Prussian 
franchise. The selection of these col- 
leagues for a Chancellor who is a practised. 
politician suggests strongly that his réle 
in domestic affairs is chiefly that of expert 
Parliamentary handling of the rival 
groups.. From the point of view of foreign 
affairs his appointment is of much greater 
significance. As head of that section of 
the Clericals which, while nominally part 
of the Reichstag majority, has been critica] 
of the peace resolution, he is well fitted 
to exert a composing influence so far as 
the question of foreign affairs in the 
Reichstag is concerned. While he fulfils

The Army’s Economies. 


We are spending vast sums of money in 
the war, and we know that much money 
was wasted in the early stages of it. It is 
satisfactory to have the assurance from a 
trustworthy source that expenditure has 
now been brought down to bedrock with 
regard to the feeding and clothing of the 
Army, and that no middlemen are making 
illegitimate profits. At the outset of the 
war lack of experience in dealing with 
millions of men made waste almost un- 
avoidable. In the case of food, the old 
Army ration led, to over-catering for the 
men’s wants: hence the wunedifying 
spectacle of half*sheep being scrapped 
and loaves of bread going from stale to 
worse. Fresh meat has come down by 
gradual stages from láib. per day 
per man in 1914 to jib. early in 
1916, although it can still be raised 
to the intermediate weight of 1915— 
namely, 1lb.—at the discretion of general 
officers. Improved cookery has done much 
for thrift in rations. At one time a man 
was “dumped ” into the cook's job in the 
Army, as the weakling or inexperienced is 
appointed to that office in a mining camp. 
Now the Aldershot school of cookery has 
been reopened, although the “ course " has 
been reduced from three months to three 
weeks. Carelessness and waste have been 
largely eradicated. ,Unified messing in 
compact camps has led to great saving. All 
the cooking is done at one central cook- 
house, from which the food is distributed 
to various units. By this means in one 
camp of 15,000 men £2,000 was saved in a 
month. The by-products of the rations, 
especially fat and bones, are husbanded to 
the last ounce.

PRISONERS OF WAR. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE, 


A Reuter’s Copenhagen telegram of Fridays | 
date setates:-— To-day the report was 
considered of the International Confer- 
ence on Prisoners of War, which Ea 
on October 15th, under the presidency 
of Prince Valdemar of Denmark. The parties | 
to the eonference were the representatives 
of the German, Austro-Hungarian, Rumanian, | 
Russian, and Turkish Governments, and of the 
Danish and Swedish Red Cross. The object of 
the negotiations was to regularise the position 
of war prisoners and to alleviate their unhappy 
lot. The resulta reached, as set forth in the 
concluding protocol, deal with the following 
pointa:—(1) Exchange of disabled prisoners of 
certain categories, of members of the Army 
Medical Services and of administrative depart- 
ments, and of civilian prisoners interned in 
neutral countries. (2) General treatment and 
conditions of employment of war prisoners. (3) 
Admission of neutral delegates and regular Red 
Cross nurses to visit war prisoners. (4) Food 
supply of war prisoners. (5) Means of trans- 
port. 46) Organisation of a Special Commis- 
sion under the direction of a neutral Red 
Cross. The representatives of the belligerent 
Powers at the Conference agreed to urge their 
respective Governments to approve these 

ious arrangements, and, if possible, to secure 
their application without delay, and even be 
fore they have been formally approved.

The little scrap in the 
Kattegat reflects the greatest credit on the 
Navy, and the sinking of the new mystery 
vessel sent out by the Germans is another 
welcome gain. The fight in the Kattegat 
shows clearly what our naval men can do 
once they have the opportunity which is 
so rarely given. The Admiralty message 
conveying the news was more than a little 
intriguing by its reference to the fact that 
our naval vessels are not allowed to use 
their wireless when in enemy waters. Pro- 
bably this is a hint that our vessels are 
frequently in places of which the ordinary 
public little dream. 

There is a tantalising vagueness, says 4 
writer in the People, about the words 
‘electrically controlled’ as applied to 
the high-speed boats which attacked our 
flotilla off the Belgian coast. If it means 
an electrically ae boat, we may 
assume that the Germans have evolved 
electrical engines for marine use which 
an improvement on internal combus- 
tion’ engines. If, on the other hand. it 
means what it says, then one must infer 
that use is being made of eleetric wireless 
apparatus to control a boat without a 
crew, which is, in fact, a huge torpedo. 
In 1914 American naval officers investi- 
gated the claim of Mr. John Hayes Ham- 
mond, jun. (son oí the mining millionaire), 
to have invented a torpedo boat, the 
Natalia. whith would move over the sur- 
face with a load of 4,000 lbs. of explosives 
without a soul on board. The Natalia’s 
engines and steering gear were controlled 
by a wireless apparatus on shore. His 
second boat was called the Radio, with 
engines that gave her a speed of 33 miles 
an hour, and he claimed that she could 
be controlled for a distance of seven miles 
from. the shore. 

Little news came from Flanders to-day, 
but it is noted that the Irish Fusiliers 
g4rried out a successful raid, while small 
parties. of our troops captured two hostile 
strong points. Preparations are now being 
made for & winter campaign in Flanders, 
and it is welcome news that the conditions 
will be different from what they have been 
during the past three years, so far as the 
Ypres salient is concerned.

These conditions provided that in certain 
circumstances the Irish brigade should be sent 
to Ireland, furnished with stores and muni- 
tions, to help the Irish in a united attempt 
lo restore freedom to Ireland by force of 
arms. Among the special conditions mentioned 
were the following :—That in the event of a 
German naval victory’s rendering it possibie to 
reach [reland, the German Government under- 
tock to assist the Irish brigade with a German 
auxiliary corps, under command of German 
officers, in German transports, which brigade 
would be landed on the Irish coast. The land- 
ing in Ireland would, however, only be con-

sidered expedient in the event of a German 
victory a offering good prospects for a success- 
ful passage to Bow failing which, the Irish 
brigade would be employed in Germany or else- 
where, solely, however, in the manner already 
agreed upon with Casement. 

In such a contingency the Irish brigade might 
be sent to Egypt, to render assistance in re- 
storing Egyptian independence. 

The subsequent document in the German 
official revort is dated August 20th, 1915. and 
ie from the Commander of the Crescent Camp, 
at Zossen, where the Mohammedan and other 
coloured prisoners of war were interned. This 
letter annownees the arrival there of fifty-five 
Irishmen, one of whom had a broken leg. ‘The 
party included two sergeant-majors, three 
rergeants, six corporals, and forty-four privetes. 
The report shows that the Irishmen resented 
heing herded together with Oriental prisoaers, 
and that much dissatisfaction and trouble 
ensued. 

In conclusion, the report states that the Trish- 
men were no longer German prisoners, but that 
they would be furnished with Irish uniforms 
of hunter's green, and treated as comrades.

WHAT A DANISH SHIP SAWe 

The Press Association and Deily Telegraph's

The enemy fell back on the 
northern front, the bridges and passages to 
which had been cut. Among the material cap- 
tured since October 23 we have aiready counted 
200 heavy and field guns, 222 trench guns, and 
720 machine guns. 

Saturday Night.—On the Aijlette front our 
troops are organising the new ground won 
from the Oise Canal to Corbeny. 

During the day there were fairly lively artil- 
lery actions in various sectors of the Chemin 
des Dames.

During the battie of La Malmaison our air- 
men, with the greatest daring, attacked the 
enemy's .troops with machine gun fire, 
bombarded the railway stations and points of 
assembly, and fought 611 aerial combats. 

Sixteen German aeroplanes were brought 
down, and three captive balloons set on fire. In 
addition, fifty enemy aeroplanes fell in their 
own lines, the majority of them being com- 
pletely destroyed. 

In Champagne we successfully raided a small 
enemy fort west of the Butte-du-Mesnil, and 
brought back prisoners.

The enemy has 
claimed that the reconnaissance achieved 
an important success, but’ what really 
occurred was that British mounted troops held 
up the Turks during the greater part of the 
day,_inflicting heavy cashalties, although one 
squadron was eventually forced somewhat 
back.

STRENGTH OF THE POSITION. 

The courftry round about Beersheba is gently 
undulating, and is traversed from north to 
south by deep wadies. The town itself is 
situated within a depression along the banks 
of the Wady Sabah. The Turkish defences ex- 
tended north-west and eouth of the town at 
distances averaging from three to five miles, 
constituting A more or less isolated advance 
posi, guarding the Turkish extreme left. Ths 
position was one of great natural strength, 
and the Turks felt quite secure, as it was con- 
nected by raiiway with the main defence line 
further north, and it was well provided with 
guns and machine guns. 

The position was held by two complete regi- 
mente, detachments of other regiments of in- 
faniry, and one brigade of cavalry. The 
attack came as a complete and absolute sur- 
prise, and the enemy was cornered and practi- 
cally wiped out, almost before the news of his 
plight could reach the Turkish Headquarters. 
Our achievement was due not merely to the 
carcful manner in which the ns were laid, 
but to the perfect workin all movements 
of the troops, as not a single hitch is recorded. 

The operation was one in which al] arms 
participated, but the lion’s share fell to the 
cavalry, who had to perform a march of nearly 
fifty miles, chiefly at night, in order to take 
the enemy in the rear. Anzac mounted men 
took the outer circuit, with the Yeomanry 
forming a junction with the infantry. The 
movement was begun after dark, and the 
Turkish position was completely outflanked.

A Reuter’s Amsterdam telegram of Satur- 
day's date states:—The Vorwaerts says that 
the events leading up to the appointment of 
the new Chancellor are the turning-point in 
the inner political history of Germany. Al- 
though it cannot be said to-duy with absolute 
certainty that the Parliamentary system now 


prevails in Germany, it, nevertheless, can be 
said that the greater part of the way has now 
been travelled towards the conversion from an 
autocratic State into a Parliament-governed 
country. The journal reports that the Social 
Democratic Party has declined the offer 
of the post of Under Secretary of State 
for one of its members, and has de- 
clared that it will make its position towards 
the Government dependent upon the attitude 
of the Government. ‘The Vorwaerts believes 
that a new Government will be formed within 
a fortnight, and that the Reichstag will then 
be convoked by the President. 

The Rheinisch Westfaelische Zeitung, says 
a Saturday telegram, a expression to the 
bitter disappointment felt by reactionary Prus- 
sia at even the small measure of concession to 
party ideas embodied in Count Hertling’s ap- 
pointment as Imperial Chancellor. The paper 
says :— ' The 
nally he has been appoistted Chancellor in the 
pay of the Empire, but in reality he has been 
chosen by the party chiefs, who are to-day 
the regents of the German Empire. Hertling 
has also become Prussian Premier. A Bavarian 
to-day rules Prussia. We would like to see the 
Bavarians if they got a Prussian as their Pre- 
mier. We Prussians are so broadminded. South 
Germans are to-day predominant. The Bava- 
rian Kuehlmann is a Secretary of State; the 
Swabian von Payer will probably by the new 
Vice-Chancellor; the Alsatian Schwander is 
Secretary of State for the Interior, and all the 
important offices are in the hands of South 
Germans. Who is Hertling? A professor, 
scholar, philosopher and Parliamentarian ; then 
a party leader, and finally Bavarian Premier, 
and now, as Imperial Chancellor, the man who 
one day will conclude peace with the enemy 
gang. He is as ignorant of foreign countries 
as Michaelis. He was the armour bearer of 
von Bethmann-Hollweg. It is due to him that 
Alsace-Lorraine did not become Prussian. He 
was a pronouncel enemy of the Parliamentary 
principle to which he to-day throws the door 
open. The Prussian Diet has been simply 
elinfinated. It has not been consulted. It bas 
been given a Bavarian as Premier, who is to 
radicalise Prussia. Prussian electoral reform is 
to be manufactured in the Reichstag. That is 
contrary to the Constitution. If it does not suit 
the democracy, will the Prussian Diet submit, 
or is there still no spark of the old; proud Prus- 
sian spirit left, which, in the face of a world of 
enemies, has built up such an Empire as to be 
able victoriously to hold its own in this world- 
war? Words have triumphed, and the augurs 
of New York and London are chuckling.’ 

In German Socialist circles, says a Zurich tele- 
gram, it is stated that Count Hertling was the 
candidate of Bethmann-Hollweg’s friends in 
Berlin circles, and that the Kaiser decided to 
entrust Count Hertling with the Chancellorship, 
in the hope that his influence with the Clerical 
Party would prove to be great enough to create 
a majority of moderate’ Conservative elements, 
or of the non-war German group. Professor 
Delbrueck and the majority of National Liberals, 
Clericals and Liberals, are resisting all attempts 
cf Count Hertling to bring them into an_alli- 
ance with the Conservatives, Radicals and Inde- 
pendent Socialists. 

The Mannhcim Volksstimme refuses to see in 
the appointment of Count Hertling that solu- 
tion of the Chancellor crisis which the German 
Empire needs, and it anticipates, at most, a 
sort of transition era, which, after the wholly 
unsuccessful period of Dr. Michaelis, will cer- 
tainly be in. many respects better; but still it 
will be a stop-gap Chancellorship.

CAVALRY'S GREAT, PART IN 


REARGUARD ACTIONS. 


The special correspondent of the Associated 
Press of America, telegraphing from Head- 
quarters on Saturday, says :— 

After passing through trials such as have 
rarely been experienced by any military force, 
the new Italian Army is to-day reconstituted, 
with new regiments, brigades, and divisions. Its 
concentration on the new lines is gradually 
being carried out. Its situation, such as it was 
early this morning, may be summarised as fol- 
lows :—The moral of the troops has been re 
stored, and, although the conditions along the 
whole front continue to be grave, the rapidity 
with which the Army has been reformed and 
the restoration of firmness and steadiness to all 
ranks have improved the general situation. 

The manauvre of the Duke of Aosta, who 
succeeded in bring the Third Army back, so to 
speak, intact to new positions behind the Tag- 
hamento, after extricating it from imminent 
danger of envelopment, is regarded as a 
strategic operation of the first order. It was a 
question at ahasdcaia solidly-established lines 
extending over a depth of more than a mile, 
where a whole system of trenches of every de- 
scription had been constructed, with light rail- 
ways and enormous stores of guns and materials, 
under a furious bombardment and attacks by 
infantry on the front, on the left flank, and 
sometimes even on the rear. 

REARWARD MARCH OF 35 MILES. 

The retreat from the Gorizia-Carso line to 
the new line along the Tagliamento was carried 
out on a front fifteen miles wide.. In order to 
reach the new lines a rearward march of thirty- 
five miles had to be executed, first across the 
mountains and then in the plains. It is now 
established that the enemy's plan was to out- 
flank the Third Army, so as to capture it entire, 
which would have been a blow of incalculable 
consequences and almost without precedent in 
military annals. The Duke of Aosta, by bring- 
ing away his troops in time, succeeded in baffling 
this plan, and to<lay opposes tagthe enemy a 
new reinforced front. This clitarly appears 
from the Italian communiqué of last night, which 
announces that enemy patrols which had ad- 
vanced to the banks of the Tagliamento were 
repulsed by machine gun fire. 

The Italian cavalry continues to distinguish 
itself in rearguard actions against large enemy 
forces which endeavoured to advance along the 
Tagliamento. There had been no opportunity 
of utilising it until now, and it was thought 
that in mountain and trench warfare there 
would be no réle for it to play; but when the 
operation began to extend to the open plain of 
East Venetia the cavalry was quickly recon- 
stituted, and rapidly became the principal arm 
charged to hold the enemy back while the Duke 
of Aosta brought his forces into the new posi- 
tions, which now oppose a double natural mili- 
tary wall to any fresh advance by the enemy. 

That the latter will attempt to cross the Tag- 
liamento is beyond doubt, but that will be an 
extremely difficult operation, for the river at 
this season is transformed into an impetuous 
torrent, and all the bridges have been de- 
stroyed. Moreover, even if the enemy succeeded 
in crossing it, he would still find before him a 
natural military defensive line which would 
oppose its advance. 

NAVAL ACHIEVEMENT. 

The Italian naval communiqué of last night 
mentioned intense activity in the Gulf of 
Trieste. Whilst attention was being directed, 
above all, to the two land fronts in Venetia and 
the Trentino, the authorities have not lost sight 
of the fact that there is the fleet on the sea 
front, which, in the opinion of many experts, 
constitutes the key to the whole situation. The 
radical change in conditions produced during the 
past few days by the retreat of the army to a 
new front on the western banks of the Taglia- 
mento has brought the enemy along a consider- 
able stretch of the coastline of the Upper 
Adriatic, extending along the Gulf of Trieste 
and Monfalcone to the mouth of the Taglia- 
mento. 

The Italian Fleet, under the command of the 
Duke of the Abruzzi, by a brilliant manguvre, 
seized the naval strategic point of Grado (about 
midway between Trieste and the mouth of the 
Tagliamento), and the vast lagoon to which it 
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i. 6 Seale of Miles . 
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guards the entrance. The fleet is also in com- 
mand of the whole guif front for a distance of 
forty kilometres (25 miles) as far as Monfalcone, 
from which place it can watch Trieste, the prise 
of the Upper Adriatic, which is only situated 
eight kilometres (five miles) distant. This fact 
lends additional significance to the present in- 
tense naval activity in this sector, because the 
naval situation may yet prove to be the turning

THEOLOGY AND REBELLION. 

Mr. de Valera, Mr. Arthur Griffith, and Alder- 
man Cole were the principal speakers at a Sinn 
Fein meeting held in the Square, Athy, yester- 
day. Bands and contingents attended from all 
parts of South Kildare and the adjoining dis- 
tricts in Queen’s County. Republican colours 
predominated. Volunteer uniforms were wort, 
military precision was observed, and practically 
every individual carried a hurley or ash plant. 
The proceedings were most orderly, and there 
was no incident calling for police interference. 
Interruptions by female relatives of soldiers 
were ignored. 

Mr. Peter P. Doyle, U.D.C., presided. Ad- 
dresses were presented to Mr. de Valera from 
Athy No. 2 Rural District Council (Queen’s Co.), 
Athy Urban Council, and the Athy and Knock- 
late Sinn Fein Clubs. 

Mr. Dan. McCarthy, T.C., Dublin, said the 
people of Ireland had now either to serve under 
the Union Jack and the Government that killed 
Tom Ashe or Sinn Fein. Any man who be- 
lieved in John Redmond, let him obey him, and 
go and fight in Flanders. 

MR. DE VALERA’S SPEECH. 
de Valera, who spoke first in 
had a rousing reception. Hoe said 
papers had outlined the Sinn Fein 
programme, although the papers were not by 
any means assisting the movement. Things that 
men in the movement said were so garbled and 
cut up that they did not recognise them later. 
Things were attributed to him that he had never 
said. ey would remember that the late 
Bishop of Limerick complained that in the cen- 
sorinb of one of his letters things were put in 
that he never wrote. I think, continued Mr. 
de Valera, the Censor also puts in things we 
never say, or in ways that we never said. The 
things we do say he cuts out, or leaves in such 
a state that it is very difficult for ‘people to 
understand them. We stand, continued 
the speaker, for the traditional claim of ‘the 
Irish people to sovereign independence. That 
was not something new, nor was it running 
after a new ideal. They stood for the old ideal 
of Irish nationality. The Irish Party “es 
say Sinn Feiners were not carrying on the policy 
of Parnell, Davitt and John Redmond. They 
were not there to do so. That policy was right 
when it represented Ireland. S:nn Feiners 
held that they had not departed from 
the principles of Parnell. In thie crisis 
in the history of the world they had 
proclaimed that what they wanted was an 
Irish independent Republic. (Cheers.) Sinn 
Feiners were not moving away from the prin- 
ciples, gs John Redmond, John Dillon, and Joe 
Devlin ~ had run away from their speeches. 
These me now stood for the Empire. They 
were sent to the English House of Commons not 
to look. after the Empire, but to look after 
lreland., We say that in the British House of 
Commons they can get very little for Ireland. 
Because we recognise, as Parnell recognised, that 
our strength is here at home, organising the 
Trish ple and keeping in close touch with 
Ireland, because we recognise that, we will not 
f° to the British House of Commous. We would 

» outnumbered there. Worse, if we went there 
we would be giving Ireland's case away just at 
a time when it is essential that the case should 
not be given away. 

REPUDIATING PARLIAMENT. 

By going to that Parliament we proclaim to 
the whole world that Ireland recognises Eng- 
land’s Parliament as a legitimate authority in 
this country. We repudiate that Parliament, 
and say it is not the legitimate Government of 
this country. We say we will have nothing to 
do with it, and thus deny England’s boast that 
Ireland's case is a British internal question. 
We dare not go there if we want our case to go 
to the Peace Conference. If we acknowledged 
the right of the British Parliament to govern 
and make laws for Ireland, and afterwards went 
to the Peace Conference, we would be told what 
John Dillon preaches—that this was an internal 
question for the British Empire, and that the 
British Empire could settle this internal ques- 
tion. Therefore, not merely would we give Ire- 
land's case away, but also our moral right. 
As John MacNeill said, we could not get rid of 
the war tax while sending 103 members to the 
English Parliament, and would be morally r- 
sponsible for anything that Parliament did. 
That Parliament was responsible for taking 
part in the war, and these Irishmen by their 
presence would make the Irish nation morally 
responsible for their share of the taxes. The Irish 
Volunteers are in our time what they were in 
Grattan’s time, and were the only effective 
backing that words could have. Men like John 
Redmond, who did not recognise that, need not 
talk of political sanity. The men who did not 
recognise that, and who tried to dissuade the 
aon p from strengthening the Irish Volunteers, 
weré not tit to herd hens. (Cheers.) The ten- 
foot ae he spoke of in Clare were, anyhow, 
an effgciive guarantee that the young men of 
Ireland would not be asked to take Russia’s 
eee sh mg oe the front, and when 

ussia threw the burden on England, as Eng- 
on France, she would 
now try to throw it on America, 
and they will be throwing the burden 
from one to the other until it got too heavy. 
Then they will be very anxious to get you and 
I and two or three hundred thousand decent 
men to so and take up the burden for them. 
Il have always said that we are not nearer and 
no further from conscription toda than 
before; but the reason is that we aré just as 
determined to-day as a year ago that England 
will not conscript us. (Cheers.) As long as 
the young men of Ireland are ready to fight 
conscription at home and remain firm in their 
belief they are doing their duty to themselves 
and their country at home, so long’ as the 
are determined in that way England will find it 
an unprofitable business. She does not want 
any more battle fronts. She will find it a bad 
business to try and attempt it. (Cheers.) If 
you want to make certain of it, and to make 
certain that it will be still more costly to 
England, let every man who is of military age 
join the Volunteers, and try to learn all the 
military movements he can. 


A CHALLENGE TO THEOLOGIANS. 

If they had to fight against conscription 
they should see that the fight be as effectual as 
possible, and if they have to sell their lives 
they should see that they are sold as dearly as 
possible; that is what he had been always 
preaching. He challenged any theologian or 
anyone elise to say that it was immoral for this 
nation, dealing with a tyrannical Government as 
it is, dealing with a Government that regards 
the Irish ple only as goods and chattels: he 
challe anyone to say that this movement 
of Irishmen to secure the rights and liberties 
of the Insh nation is an immoral movement. 
The condition for a rebellion should be looked 
after when the people were going to take 
action; there was nothing to prevent their pre- 
paring to be in a position so that if these 
conditions were fulfilled they could and would, 
be effective. They would be ready to take 
action. He believed it would be asked to-mor- 
row in the House of Commons whether a de- 
putation should be sent to the Vatican to ask 
the, Pope to prevent the Irish priests from - 
tichhating in this movements of theirs. He 
no Goubt but England would be very pleased 
to make use of Vatican to keep the Irish 
people longer in subjection. He held that 
the prieste had as citizens a perfect right to 
take part in politics, and he would give them 
the same rights as were given doctors, lawyers, 
and other professions. He recognised their 
equality as citizens, but would give them no 
special privileges, and they were given no special

GREEK TREACHERY. 


KING TINO, THE QUEEN 
AND THE KAISER. 


.A message from Athens, dated Sunday, says— 
The telegrams secretly exchanged between 
Athens and Berlin, with the complicity of the 


Greek representatives at Berlin and Berne, have 
now all been deciphered, and a glance through 
them should suffice to convince the most 
credulous that both ex-King Constantine and 
his Queen were serving Germany's interests 
to the detriment of , ir The Gouparis, 
Skouloudis, and Lambros Cabinets were merely 
blind instruments, and beneath contempt. 

Most enlightening is the Queen’s telegram to 
the Kaisér,: dated early in December, 916, in 
which she speaks of a “ brilliant victory against 
four big Powers,”’ adding that Greece was 
ready for every eventuality, and anxiously in- 
quiring when the Central Powers wouid be, 
ready for an offensive in Macedonia. 

On December 3rd, 1916, ihe Kaiser telegraphed 
to his sister that Tino had no alternative but 
to turn openly against # “hie executioners,” 
adding that Tino’s forces, co-operating against 
Sarrail’s west wing, would lead to a solution 
of the situation in Macedonia and the liberation 
of Greece. 

On January 2nd, 1917, the Queen telegraphed 
to General von Falkenhausen that the game 
was lost unless the Germans could attack hn- 
mediately, and on the same day both Constan- 
tine and the Queen telegraphed to the Kaiser 
that the situation was desperate. 

THE GERMAN RETREAT ON THE 
ABSNE. 

The departure of the enemy from the Ladies’ 
Way was, says the Press Association Special 
Correspondent, detected at daybreak on Friday 
by a patrol. In the dawn a patrol of Chasseurs, 
approaching a German trench on a scouting 
mission, found it empty. The alarm was given 
immediately, and patrols were sent out all 
along the front. A general advance of infantry 
towards the Ailette began an hour later, covered 
by a heavy barrage fire. The Germans had left 
their trenches as well as deep shelters, and the 
tunnels they excavated in the steep slope practi- 
cally undamaged. To have blown them up 
would have been. to avow his purpose. Kettles 
full of still emoking soup were found in the fore- 
moss. trenches, showing that the order to 
evacuate the front lines had been given only at 
the last Moment, and had been somewhat preci- 
pitately obeyed. 

THE NAVAL FIGHT. 

A Times télegram from Copenhagen, dated 
Saturday, says:—It is now possible from later 
information, supplied by German sailors, who 
have been landed here by the crew of a German 
merchantman, which has arrived at Halmstad, 
to form some idea of the Kattegat engagement. 
British destroyers, while cruising ncrth of 
Kullen, in misty weather, met the German 
armed steamer Maria of Flensburg, a vessel of 
3,000 tons, and some trawlers, between Kullen 
and Anholt. When summoned to show her flag 
the Maria of Flensburg opened fire. The action 
only lasted ten minutes. The bridge of the 
German ship was instantly swept by British 
shells, and she took fire, and was abandoned by 
the crew. Later she blew up. Some thirty 
men were killed, and as many saved by the 
British destroyers. Fifteen men who had taken 
to a lifeboat were saved by the Danish steamer 
Dalgas, and one was saved from & raft by 
the steamer Trondhjem. Meanwhile the 
trawlers were sunk. The crew of one, the 
Julius, arrived at Falkenberg in a lifeboat. 
The~ steamer Dalgas had previously met the 
British destroyers. It is reported from Elsinore 
that German destroyers and seaplanes hurried 
north late last night. Some journals point out 
the difference between the conduct of the 
British destroyers in saving the survivors, and 
the German cruisers during the Shetland raid, 
which hurried off after the destruction of the 
convoy ' 


GERMANY'S LATEST NAVAL 
ENGINE OF WAR. 

Mr. Archibald Hurd, the Naval expert of the 
Daily Telegraph writes:—-On Saturday the 
Germans had resort to a device on which they 
evidently set great hopes—an electrically con 
trolled boat. We are given no partigulars of 
the craft, for the good reason, presumably, that 
the vessel was destroyed. But it may be as 
sumed that she was a kind of large torpedo, 
without crew, her movements directed from the 
shora by wires. Ingenious inventors, particu- 
larly on the other side of the Atlantic, have 
claimed for years past that some such craft 
directed by wireless would prove the death 
knell of the ordinary men-of-war, just as Bren- 
nan boasted of his torpedo. That little in- 
vention cost us £150,000 many years ago, and 
we made a bad bargain. The controlling power 
was exercised by wires almdst like the reins 
that a horse-driver holds. More recently Mr. J. 
. H. Hammond, jimior, constructed a torpedo 
boat, the Natalia, under radic control, exercised 
from the shore, but the experiments fell short 
of success, and we may discard the idea that 
the Germans have invented a wireless con- 
trolled boat. Their device was just a moving 
mine, with controlling wires. 
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WHAT IRELAND WANTS, 


What Ireland wants at the present time, de- 
clares the Morning Post is strong government 
and peace from politics. She wants a wise and 
strong man to put the political whiskey away 
in the pephoaell and lock the door. It is 
almost too late. Already the patient has had 
one seizure of delirium, and there aro ominous 
signs of another. Is it too late for a change 
of treatment? We hope not, but the symptoms 
are grave. It would be a tragedy too deep for 
words if, after all that has hoppened, the 
wicked and insensate men who are urging Ire- 
land to her ruin should again prevail ut if 
they do prevail it will be ause the Govern- 
ment has abrogated its functions in Ireland, 
and dare not rule, It has liberated its worst 
enemies, it allows them free scope to madden 
the poor, simple people of Ireland with the 
fiery liquor of revolution. If the consequences 
are what any sane man would expect for such 
treatment, it would be tragic indeed, but it 
would not be surprising.
